A metnod of making a call, comprising: 
displaying a hyperlink; 

receiviAg an indication of user selection of the hyperlink; and 
generating a call request based on the indication.

A device capable of participating in call sessions over a data network, 

compnsmg: 

a display; 

a hyperlink pVesentable in the display and selectable by a user; and 
a controller to generate a call request in response to selection of the 

hyperlink. 

15. The device of ilaim 14, further comprising a storage device containing 
call rules, the controller to accipss the call rules to determine how the call request is to be 
generated.
